Under different forms, coopera- 
tion of. the two societies has pro- 
duced fruits in the past, the Pope 
said, adding that Church and State 
have the same founder—God—and 
the same subject—man—with the 
same natural and supernatural 
personal dignity. 


The report on the activities of 
the Rota was submitted by its 
Dean, Msgr. Andrea Jullien. In 
his address of homage to the Pon- 
tiff he declared that the juridical 
year 1946-47 was a successful year 
for the Rota, since it could fre- 
quently repeat that “Blessed are 
they that suffer persecution for 
justice’ sake.”

$400,000 Building For 
Holy Cross Parish To 
Be Completed Next Fall 


South Bend—Excavation work 
has started for the projected new 
$400,000 Holy Cross church at Wil- 
ber street and Vassar avenue, just 
north of the present church which 
was built in 1929. The church is 
scheduled to be completed next 
fall. It will be finished in Man- 
cado stone from Minnesota and 
topped with a red tile roof to 
match the present Spanish style 
church-school structure. The pres- 
ent church eventually will be used 
solely as a school* and auditor- . 
ium. 


Novel features incorporated into 
the structure by the architect, 
Hermann J. Gaul, of Chicago, will 
be a side vestibule for weddings 
and funerals with a covered en- 
trance to serve as a protection 
in inclement weather and a glass 
enclosed section for mothers with 
infants which will be soundproof 
and equipped with a loud speaker. 
The basement of the church will 
contain rooms for meetings and 
rest rooms.

‘Red Tape’ Curbs Travel 


Frankfurt, Nov. 3—(NC)—Reli- 
gious articles and publications are 
included among the material which 
may now be transmitted through 
international or internal German 
mails, in pursuance of the policy of 
helping the German people toward 
their moral and intellectual recon- 
struction, it was announced here 
by the U.S. Military Government. 

No indication is forthcoming, 
however, with regard to the facili- 
tation of travel for German nation- 
als who would find it profitable in 
various ways to visit abroad. 

The isolation of Germany from 
the outside world since the end of 
the war has caused a “Ghetto at- 
mosphere” to prevail throughout 
the country which in no way is con- 
ducive to the re-education of the 


German people and their apprecia- | 


tion of democratic principles. 

Now, at last, the exchange of re- 
ligious and other publications has 
been permitted, but it seems equal- 
ly important that individual Ger- 
mans, and particularly religious 
leaders, be given as frequent an 
opportunity as possible to estab- 
lish personal contacts with their 
friends abroad.

All these clergymen have collaborated with Kenneth Leslie, 
editor of The Protestant, pro-Communist and anti-Catholic. Ac- 


cording to the Rabbi The Protestant worked the “Fight Anti- 


Semitism” racket, cdllecting huge sums from Jews until it was 
repudiated by “The Jewish Community Relations Advisory Coun- 
cil.” Of all these clergymen Dr. Schultz writes: “These are the 
forces which make the noise, exert the pressure. They help disarm 
America, but demand a clear field for Stalin. Some of their dupes, 
clerical and lay, are shocked to find conservatives working with 
Fascists, but why should ‘liberals’ work with Communists? 


While it is*true, as the Rabbi points out, that a number of 
lay Catholics, through labor movements, have promoted the Com- 
munist cause, there cannot be found any Catholic clergy who have 
gone to bat for it in any manner. The Catholic Church cannot be 
blamed for what isolated lay members may do, but many of the 
Protestant denominations can be rightfully blamed for what its 
“prominent” churchmen do, such as Bishop Oxnam, Bishop Mc- 
Connell, Bishop Hartman, and what those clergymen do who have 
headed movements within the church, such as Dr. Harry F. Ward, 
or what the editors of Protestant magazines do, such as Dr. 
Shipler, and several of the other clergymen who visited the Com- 
munist and atheistic Tito, and returned to their country to sing 
his praises. 

Members of the Catholic Hierarchy and of the Catholic clergy 
have, in keeping with the official position of their Church, been 
fighting anti-Semitism and racism generally, but they certainly 
would not sign a statement presented by Kenneth Leslie—one of 
the chief promoters of Communism—to declare their attitude. 
Leslie has simply intrigued well-meaning Protestants into believ- 
ing that he had the interests of Protestantism at heart even to 
the extent of calling his “Red” periodical The Protestant.

Leslie has also duped the Jews. Rabbi Benjamin Schultz, who has 
made a very thorough study of the methods and tactics of Com- 
munists, has reported his findings in the press. In the second 
among three articles written for The Press-Scimitar and other 
Scripps-Howard newspapers during October, 1947, the Rabbi 
started out by saying: “The Reds do not care a hoot about Pales- 
tine. They are out to snare the Jews”; and declared, “It is time 
to drive them from the Church and from the temple too.” 

He particularly indicts the “Jewish People’s Fraternal 
Order,” which “aims to utilize leading Jews and does snare some 
for the party.”

against Catholics and against Prot- 
estant non-conformists in England 
in the seventeenth century. 

(2) Unquestionably the Cath- 
olic Church in America uses its 
influence to advance what it be- 
lieves to be right. In this sense, 
it is a pressure group. But so are 
many other organizations, religious 
and secular. Some of my corres- 
pondents intimate, without speci- 
fic proof, that dreadful things are 
in store for anyone who opposes 
the Catholic Church. 

(3) The issue of whether paro- 
chial school children should be al- 
lowed to use public school buses 
seems to me to have been blown up 
out of proportion to its impor- 
tance. Certainly the American 
traditional ideal is full freedom 
for all religious denominations and 
state support for none. 
majority of American Catholics 
recognize that this principle gives 
their faith full opportunity for de- 
veloment and have no desire to 
change it.

Church Must Have A Divine Founder 


HE whole New Testament {s built round the 

“divinity of Christ,” yet there are ministers 

of the gospel who have expressed doubts concern- 

ing His divinity and the Unitarians even reject 
it. 

Christ carefully selected and then instructed 
twelve men to continue His work both as in- 
‘dividuals and as a corporate body, which would 
be the teaching body in His world-wide “King- 


‘dom’—another name for His “Church.” If 


Christ was divine, then His Church is also divine. 
If His Church is divine when it teaches officially 
it speaks with divine authority. Controversy, 
therefore, concerning the Bible foundation for 
this or that separate teaching is out of place. If 
the Church officially teaches the doctrine then 
it must be true, for did not Christ commission 
her: “Go, make disciples of all nations, teaching 
them to observe all that I have commanded you” 
(Matt. XXVIII, 19-20)? Did He not place on 
the people the duty to hear this Church and to 
follow it (Luke X, 16; Matt. XVII, 16; Tim. II], 
'16; Matt. XVI, 18)? 


Q. Do not Protestants maintain that the 
Catholic Church today is not the same as it was 
at the time of the Apostles? 


A. Yes, they do so teach, but in so doing-they 
give the lie to Christ Himself, Who added to 
the text above quoted: “Behold I am with you 
all days even unto the consummation of the 
world.” (Matt. XXVIII, 19). 

On another occasion he told Peter “‘the gates of 
hell shall never prevail against it” (His Church) 
(Matt. XVI, 18). 

St. Paul calls Christ’s Church “the Church of 
the living God, the pillar and foundation of 


truth” (1 Tim. III, 15). Can you imagine the 
“Church of the living God” falling into error?

| Q. What is the Holy Ghost’s place in the

| A. His place in the Church is that of the 
soul in the body. He is the source of its super- 


natural life. Christ pointed this out when He 
said (John XIV, 16, 17-26): “I will pray My 
Father and He will give you another Comforter 
that He may abide with you forever. The Spirit 


of Truth, which the world cannot receive, the 
Comforter, Who ts the Holy Ghost, Whom the 
Father will send in My Name. He will teach 
you all things and bring all things to your re- 
membrance, whatsoever I have said to you.” 


Christ is also quoted by John (XVI, 18): “And 
when the Spirit of Truth has come he will teach 
you all the truth.” 


St. Paul (Eph. V, 25) explains the character 
of the Church.

RAN into something new in college football recently; new to me, at 
last. That was the unusual sight of a state university team which 
numbers so many Catholic players in its ranks that it carries a priest 
along as chaplain. The team is the University of Nebraska’s 1947 squad, 
coachd by Bernie Masterson, also a Catholic. When you consider that 
the s of Nebraska’s population is only 10 per cent Catholic it is most 
unusual that its university’s football traveling squad of 33 men is more 
than half Catholic—18 to be exact. 


Nebraska’s Chaplain .. . 


The'chaplain is Father D. B. O’Connor, now 73, and retired from 
active parish work. Father O’Connor was born on ground which now 
is part of the university campus, and he long has been active in 
working among Catholic students there. He is a graduate of the 
1894 class at Nebraska and in his undergraduate days was also a 
football player. 

Father O’Connor reported that many of the Catholic players 
are daily Communicants, as is Coach Masterson. It was an unusual 
and most inspiring sight, too, to see so many players on a secular 
school team approach the altar rail, with their coach, as they did 
on their recent visit to South Bend to play Notre Dame. | 

This is a far cry from the days, 1915-25, when Notre Dame and 
Nebraska formerly met on the gridiron and when the feeling be- 
tween the two became so strong that the series was ended 22 years 
ago after each team had won five and the other was a scoreless tie. 
The Ku Klux Klan was flowering in those days, and the religious 
issue was injected into the game so strongly that many “incidents” 
occurred which left bitter feeling on both sides. 

The era of nonsense has happily ended and future relations be- 
tween the two schools will undoubtedly be maintained on a high 
plane. It is also worthy of note that Al Lewandowski, Nebraska's 
director of athletics, is also a Catholic. 

Of course, all Catholic college teams carry their own chaplains on 
trips, but I don’t recall any other team having done it. I know the 
University of Pittsburgh team of 10 or 11 years ago had about 20 
Catholic boys on its roster, but I don’t think Pitt carried a Catholic 
chaplain, arrangements having been made in advance for the Pitt boys 
to receive the sacraments from a priest in the town where they were to 
play. If any of you recall a secular school carrying a Catholic chaplain 
along on its football trips I would like to hear of it so that I can make 
a permanent record of it in the files. 


Curtain... 


Well, the Army-Notre Dame football series is now history, after 
84 years! It had endured two World Wars and many another obstacle, 
from the days when it was played on the Plains at West Point before 
a handful of spectators when Notre Dame received a flat guarantee of 
$1,000, to the days when the gate receipts reached a gross of $336,000, 
as they did in the final game yesterday at Notre Dame. 

As one who was around when the series started back in 1913 
and who was in on the final game, too, the whole thing, in a way, 
leaves me just a little downcast, but in another I’m glad it’s over 
and done. The game simply had become “too big” for both schools 
and had come to be surrounded by so much ballyhoo, gambling and 
other unsavory sidelights that I think it will be good for the game 
of college football in general to have it dropped, at least for some 
time. 

If you have attended any of the games played in Yankee Sta- 
dium in recent years you know what I mean, at least in part. When 
you were as close to the Army-Notre Dame picture as I have been 
for years you understand it even better, and some of you may recall 
that about a year ago this time, in this space, I urged that the game 
be taken out of Yankee Stadium and played on the home fieids 
of the two schools to get it away from that unhealthy and un- 
savory influence which necessarily surrounded it on that field. 

Admittedly, the break. came at the —— of Army, and much has 
been written and said concerning the “real reason” for the termination 
of the 34-year old classic, but 1 believe the officials of both institutions 
were ready to call things off. There had developed a certain tenseness 
about the thing which neither school could control, such as the terrific 
gambling, for instance, that always accompanied a game between the 
two old rivals. 

Obviously, neither team could control that no matter where the 
— was played, but when the national spotlight plays on a college 

ootball game so intensely as it did on these games there is always the 
ehance that some untoward incident might occur which could bring dis- 

edit on one team or the-other. When those New York gamblers enter 
the picture—you know what happened to the pro New York Giants last 
fall—tthere is always the chance that a “whispering” campaign will be 
started if one player’s mistake costs his team the victory. Suppose an 
Army or Notre Dame player would drop a pass in the end zone that 
would have given his team a victory? What if some disgruntled 
amblers, having lost a lot of money on that error, would start the talk 
that he had dropped the ball “on purpose”? See what I mean? 

Admitted , that is a very remote possibility, of course, but the 
gambling interests will stop at nothing, as all of you know. The 
worst part about it is that they always seem able to get some 
sports writers to believe them and thereby get their innuendos into 
print. Once a story like that appears in print there is no stopping it. 

Another thing which irked Army officials was the torrent of 
abuse they received through the mail after Army had massacred 
Notre Dame in 1944 and 1945. It came from all over the country 
and it was about as mean as could be put on paper. Sure, I thought 
Army poured it on Notre Dame both those years in winning by 
59-0 and 48-0, but Army had the manpower and ability to do it, 

nd it must have given them great satisfaction to “square accounts” 
or all the lickings they had taken in the past from Notre Dame. 

But as one who had watched former Army-Notre Dame games and 
had sat there as one Notre Dame star after another would be removed 
from the game to prevent a lop-sided score, I was wondering what would 
have happened in 1944-45 had Bill Wood, Gar Davidson, Major Sasse 

r other former Army coaches been sitting on the bench directing the 
est Pointers. I was wondering if they’d had their quarterbacks throw- 
ing long passes in the fourth quarter after an old rival had been 
thoroughly humiliated. They and other Army coaches had been around 
when the shoe was on the other foot, and they know what effort had 
been made to keep the score down to respectable proportions. However, 
in the great majority of the games played between the two, the score 
was close, not over one touchdown or so deciding the issue. Admittedly, 
it wasn’t often that Notre Dame coaches deliberately held down their 
team’s score, but it did occur. 

However, | do take objection when an Army spokesman, in dis- 

cussing the break, is quoted as follows in a national magazine: 
“To us, football is important but incidental. To Notre Dame, 
it is an end in itself.” + 
If football's only incidental at Army, why have Army scouts 
fanned out over the country seeking top-flight prep talent? If it’s 
only “incidental” why was an appointment to West Point handed to 
Johnny Lujack at commencement exercises when he was graduated

Believe As You Like 


After leaving Lutheranism, we 
find that the other Protestant re- 
ligions are quite vague and in- 
definite on most points of doctrine, 
even on the fundamental teachings 
of the Trinity and Incarnation. 
One Presbyterian minister of my 
acquaintance told a member of his 
congregation that she could believe 
practically anything she might see 
fit to believe, and still remain a 
loyal Presbyterian.

carnate Son of God. With that, St. Paul rested his case. And what 
was the judgment? 
MR. J: There wasn’t any. Felix put off a de- 
XXIV:22-23 cision until he could consult with Lysias. But in the 
meantime, he told the centurion to give Paul some 
liberty and to allow his friends to visit him. “The Way” of which 
Felix knew a great deal was, I suppose, Christianity. 

FATHER S: So it was; I believe we have seen that expres- 
sion before. It was one of the favorite names for Christianity 
among the early Christians. 

It is true that Felix said that he was waiting to consult with 
Lysias, the tribune. But it is not certain that he was felling the 
truth. His brother’s position in Rome was not as strong as it had 
been previously, so that Felix didn’t want to go out of his way to 
make trouble for himself with the Jews. And if he was going to 
make trouble, it would be only for a nice, tidy bribe from St. Paul 
to compensate for his pains. And now, you can explain the rest 
of the experiences of Paul with Felix. 

MR. J: For some reason or other, Felix wanted 
XX1V:24.27 to hear Paul explain the teachings of Christianity. I 
suppose everything went along well at first, but when 
St. Paul began to draw the practical moral conclusions of Chris- 
tianity on justice and chastity and to show the terrible judgment 
awaiting one who did not listen to Christ’s teaching, it was too 
much for Felix’ conscience. He ended the meeting very abruptly. 
But, for all that, it seems St. Paul did interest him, because he 
kept sending for him and talking to him all during his imprison- 
ment. When he stepped out of office two years later, he left Paul 
in prison as a favor to the Jews. And that’s about all I can tell 
you, Father. 

FATHER S: That’s very good. St. Paul’s teaching on chas- 

tity terrified Felix with good reason: His wife at that time was 
Drusilla, a daughter of King Herod Agrippa I, the 


one who put to death James the brother of John, and |

would have liked to put St. Peter to death. But Felix 
had been married twice before, and Drusilla had 
abandoned her first husband, Aziz, the King of Emesa. 
Chastity as well as justice were rather touchy points in the char- 
acters of both of them. But Felix kept St. Paul, still hoping for 
that bribe. After two years, however, he did not step out of office; 
he was put out. He was called back to Rome to answer charges of 
maladministration, charges that were justly made against him by 


the Jews. His most recent crime had been the slaughter of Jews | 


and the burning of their homes in Caesarea after some Jews had 
had a street battle with the Gentiles.

who were now pressing charges against him. What year was this? 

MR. J: Paul returned from the third journey in 58 A.D.; 
therefore this is 60 A.D. 

FATHER S: Correct. And now, just one final point before 
we finish the question of Paul and Felix. These were years of 
imprisonment for St. Paul, but they weren’t years of inactivity.

he was aiding his faithful historian, St. Luke, in the composition 
of the Third Gospel.

President Of Notre 
Arete U. Says U. S. 5 
Holds Moral Leadership 


eveland, O., Nov. 1.—A strong 
sasone! defense for the United 
States can best guarantee world 
peace, the Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, 
(.$.C., President of the University 
of Notre Dame, declared here last 
night in an address at the Notre 
Dame-Navy pre-game football ral- 
ly at the Hotel Carter. 

Attending the rally were high 
ranking Navy officials, administra- 
tive officials of Notre Dame and 
civic and business leaders. of 
Cleveland and the state of Ohio. 

Father Cavanaugh told the gath- 
ering that few Americans realize 
that “the United States of Amer- 
ica may mean the difference be- 
tween world peace and world-wide 
despotism and tyranny.” The 
Notre Dame _ president stressed 
that the United States today has 
the undisputed moral leadership of 
the world. 

“The most important problem 
facing the American people, and 
for that matter the people of So- 
viet Russia, Great Britain, France, 
Italy and every other nation,” con- 
tinued Father Cavanaugh, “is that 
of safeguarding peace—a_ stable 
and lasting peace. With all our 
hearts we Americans wish for 
peace. But we must be realistic. 
We must appreciate that until man- 
kind invents a fool-proof method 
of preserving world peace against 
any power-mad aggressor, the 
American people are faced with 
the grim necessity of revaluating 
our national security. We must 
ask ourselves from time to time: 
‘How safe is our country? Have 
we taken every precaution to build 
the strongest possible national se- 


curity for the United States, one 
that is ready to cope with any 
emergency ?’ 

“This is only elemental com- 
mon sense. We have too much at 
stake—our country, our homes, our 
families, to lose if we grow care- 
less. So we must remain strong 
enough to protect ourselves. So 
far as I can see, world peace rests 
on the strength of America. If 
we are strong enough, even the 
most vicious nation will not ven- | 
ture self-destruction, in order to | 
satisfy its greed. | 

“The thought of another war, a | 
war which may mean the end of | 
our civilization, is frightening. | 
Certainly no American in his right | 
senses welcomes World War III 
with its atomic bombs, guided 
missles, supersoni¢e planes, bacter- 
iological warfare and other ‘new, 
dread instruments of destruction 
that terrify and stagger the im- 
agination. Certainly I, as a Cath- 
olic priest, one whose life is dedic- 
ated to the promulgation of the 
principles of Christ of which ‘peace 
on earth’ is dominant, do not wish 
war—war against Soviet Russia 
or any other power. Only a fool 
Wants war, because as everyone 
knows nothing fundamental is set- 
tled by war.” 

Father Cavanaugh pointed out 
that one of the basic elements: of 
an adequate national security pro- 
gram for the United States is that 
we must be a strong, healthy na- 
tion. “Our most important job,” 
he emphasized, “continues to be 
the trainmg the type of morally- 
responsible leaders that will be of 
the greatest value to our country 
as business men, doctors, lawyers, 
chemists, engineers and in. other 
Civilian capacities.”

Notre Dame, 
Army Game To 
Be Televised 


Special Receivers To 
Be Set On Campus; 
East To View Highlights 


Notre Dame, Ind. Nov. 5.— 
(Special)—Television will bring 
the Notre Dame-Army football 
game—to be played here on Nov. 
8—to an estimated audience of 
some 175,000 persons, officially in- 
augurating a new television relay 
from South Bend to Chicago and 
permitting many thousands unsuc- 
cessful in securing admission to 
the contest, which has been a sell- 
out for months, to see the game 
by this means. 


In the Chicago area alone near- 
ly 10,000 television receivers will 
‘receive the televised broadcast of 
the game. Several hundreds of 
these receivers will be located in

an earlier mistaken judgment or 
allegiance. The entire doctrine 
concerning the validity of moral 
conversion would be ™ placed in 
‘jeopardy if one’s past record of 
mistakes were to militate against 
the sincerity of present convic- 
tions.” 

Mr. Carey. in his letter, said: 
“Our whole theory of government 
contemplates the making of good 
citizens. The outstanding quali- 
fication of a good citizen is that he 
be committed to the supremacy of 
individual rights. That doctrine, 
in my view, has been actively ad- 
vocated and practiced by Mr. Chey- 
fitz.”

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Death Comes To 
Archbp. Cantwell 
Of Los Angeles 


Prelate Was Friend Of 
Mexicans And Foe Of 
Filth In Hollywood 


; Angeles, Nov. 3 —(NC)— 
P< John J. Cantwell of 
Les Angeles ill with a throat in- 
fection the past two weeks, died 
October 31. The Irish-born prelate, 
72 was known nationally to Cath- 
olics and non-Catholies for his 
pioneer work for clean motion pic- 
tures, which led to the creation of 
the National Legion of Decency, 
and for his efforts in behalf of 
Mexican Catholics. 

Archbishop. Cantwell had been 
the spiritual leader of Los Angeles 
Catholics since 1917. During his 
tenure the dioceses of Monterey- 
Fresno and San Diego were carved 
out of the territory under his jur- 
‘sdiction, but at his death the 
Catholic population of the reduced 
area under him was more than 
600,000, about seven times that of

: Bors in Limerick, Ireland, De- 
cember 1, 1874, the future Arch- 
bishop was educated at Sacred 
Heart College, Crescent, Limerick, 
and at St. Patrick’s College, Thur- 
les, Tipperary,—places which he 
visited only a few months ago dur- 
ing, a vacation in his native land. 
He was ordained in June, 1899, 
and came that same year to the 
United States. He was one of four 
brothers who entered the priest- 
hood and eventually served the 
Church in the Archdiocese of San 
Francisco.

James Cantwell and the Revs. Wil- 
liam and Arthur Cantwell. 

While in San Francisco the pre- 
late-to-be founded the Newman 
Club at the University of Cali- 
fornia. In 1904 he was appointed 
secretary to. Archbishop Riordan, 
and kept this post until 1914, when | 
he was named Vicar General of | 
the San Francisco archdiocese. In 
1917 he was chosen to be Bishop 
of Monterey and Los Angeles, and 
consecrated on December 5 of that 
year. | 

In 1922 his diocese was split and | 
he became Bishop of Los Angeles 
and San Diego. A-second division 
was made in 19386, when Los Ang- 
eles was made an archdiocese and 
San Diego a separate See. Bishop 
Cantwell was enthroned as Arch- 
bishop of Los Angeles on Decem- 
ber 3, 1936. 

In regard to efforts to insure 
adequate moral standards in Am- 
erican motion pictures, Archbis- 
hop Cantwell was a member of a 
committee of four prelates ap- 
pointed by the U. §.
